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US sanctions MS-13 gang, 
says 'extremely dangerous' 


At the 18th World Routes Airport Marketing Award: 

AAA receives “Highly Commended” 
and Runner-up status in Abu Dhabi 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday de¬ 
clared the notorious Central 
American MS-13 gang one of 
the world’s most dangerous 
criminal groups, launching a 
campaign to lock down its fi¬ 
nancial resources. 

The US Treasury officially 
labeled the Mara Salvatrucha, 
or MS-13, a "transnational 
criminal organization," a de¬ 
signation also applied to the 
Italian mafia and Japanese 
Yakuza, and set sanctions ban¬ 
ning any US citizens from 
doing business with the group. 

"MS-13 is an extremely vi¬ 


olent and dangerous gang re¬ 
sponsible for a multitude of 
crimes that directly threaten 
the welfare and security of US 
citizens, as well as countries 
throughout Central America," 
said Treasury Under Secretary 
for Terrorism and Financial In¬ 
telligence David Cohen. 

Cohen said the group has 
been expanding its activities in 
murder, racketeering, drug 
trafficking and sex trafficking. 

"What we see is an organi¬ 
zation with substantial finan¬ 
cial flows," said Cohen.

ORANJESTAD - The gov¬ 
ernment has recently begun a 
pilot project for the realization 
of a cycling track in the hotel 
area. The government made it 
known that in all of their infra¬ 
structure planning they have 
always included the possibility 
for a bicycle path or cycling 
track where citizens can freely 
ride their bicycles. 

Based on information re¬ 
ceived from Holland on how 
they do it, they have now in¬ 
corporated a cycle path in the 
first phase of the Linear Park 
project and now they are intro¬ 
ducing cycling tracks. The 
cycle track is a pilot project 
which runs from the Wynd- 
ham Hotel up to the area near 
the entrance of the wharf on 
the L.G. Smith Boulevard. 
The area is about 5.2km in 
length and will be marked 
with a blue line on the road. 
This is for cyclists to use with 
more security. 

The difference between the 
two systems is that the cycle 
track can be done much faster, 
less expensively, on existing 
roads by simply marking off 
about one meter and a half for 
the use of cyclists. Whereas 
the cycle path must be con¬ 
structed on the road side 
which takes more time and 
costs more. 

For now, they have decided 
to mark off only one side of 


the road with a blue band from 
the Wyndham Hotel up to the 
vicinity of the Fatum building. 

Should this pilot project 
succeed, the government will 
implement the system at va¬ 
rious other areas on the island 
where there is insufficient 
space for constructing a cycle 
path. 

Reportedly, the Green Cor¬ 
ridor project includes a cycle 
path. The cycle path in the 
Green Corridor will begin at 
the airport and lead up to San 
Nicolas and will be on both 
sides of the roads. 

Then at the other extreme 
point on the island, beginning 
at Arashi, they will construct a 
cycle path up to the hotels 
which will connect with the 
cycling track system being in¬ 
stalled now. This means that 
very soon cyclists will have 
lots of kilometers for riding 
their bicycles across the is¬ 
land.

Government has decided to move schools to 
safe locations 



Tropical 
depression 
16 forms 

A tropical depression has 
formed east of the Bahamas, 
but the National Hurricane 
Center does not expect it to 
strengthen into a tropical 
storm. The depression, a trop¬ 
ical system similar to a tropi¬ 
cal storm but with winds 
below 39 mph, is moving 
southwest. The storm system 
was producing 35 mph winds. 
Wind shear is forecast to tear 
the storm apart within the next 
day or two, according to the 
National Hurricane Center. 

Another tropical wave east 
of the Windward Islands is 
forecast to eventually develop 
into a stronger tropical sys¬ 
tem. The hurricane center 
forecast gives the wave a 50 
percent chance of reaching at 
least tropical depression 
strength by Saturday. The 
storm is not likely to affect 
the U.S. mainland, but it 
could affect several 
Caribbean islands. 

The next two storms to de¬ 
velop into tropical storms will 
receive the names Patty and 
Rafael. 


ORANJESTAD — After some 
lengthy deliberations with 
school board SPCOA, teach¬ 
ers, school heads and represen¬ 
tatives of Parents Commission, 
the government made the deci¬ 
sion to move the Mon Plaisir 
Kindergarten and Primary 
schools to safe locations. This 
decision is on account of re¬ 
ports that asbestos was found 
on the premises of the school, 
even after it was told that there 
was no more asbestos in the 
area. 

On Monday, school will re¬ 
sume for the kids attending the 
Mon Plaisir schools. Classes 
will be divided and allocated at 
three different locations: the 
kindergarten classes will move 
to the Dakota YMCA, classes 
1, 2 and 3 will be moved to the 
Jolley Holding building on the 
L.G. Smith Boulevard, and 
classes 4, 5 and 6 will move to 
the DOC Opleidingen building 
in Sividivi. 

According to the Minister 
of Education, Arthur Dowers, 
an independent report by ex¬ 
perts was prepared on the situ¬ 
ation at the schools which 
indicated that there is no im¬ 


mediate risk from asbestos at 
the schools. However, because 
a piece of asbestos had fallen 
on the premises which had 
broken off a roof that was not 
replaced, they concluded it is 
necessary to find a solution to 
eliminate whatever risk. Obvi¬ 
ously, neither teachers nor par¬ 
ents are not comfortable with 
the situation, hence the reason 
for the actions taken. 

The Minister reported that 
the plans for the renovation of 


the Mon Plaisir School are 
ready and soon the funds will 
be in place and they will begin 
first off with changing the 
electrical installation, then re¬ 
novate the sanitary system and 
remove the asbestos roofs and 
replace these with other mate¬ 
rial. 

Two other schools are on 
the list for urgent repairs, 
namely, Cristo Rey, which is 
already in the process of reno¬ 
vation, and Frere Bonifacius. 


In the case of Frere Bonifacius, 
like Mon Plaisir; teachers are 
uncomfortable working in that 
school building. 

Minister Dowers assured 
everyone that his ministry will 
assume their responsibility for 
education and that they will al¬ 
ways take the human factor 
into account. He was grateful 
for the participation of every¬ 
one in achieving a solution for 
the situation.

Laurie Rockwell, one of a 
very elite club called “Lago- 
lites,” kindly sent us a creative 
effort she has submitted to the 
Florida Weekly, a small paper 
out of Ft. Myers, where she 
lives. She is Senior Staff As¬ 
sistant at City of Fort Myers 
Fleet Operations. 

Laurie is one of those rare 
individual who grew up and 
went to school on Aruba at the 
Lago Height School, while her 
father was an executive with 
the Esso Refinery. She and 
others from her graduating 
class of 1966 were on Aruba in 
December of 2011 for a re¬ 
union. Their story, and delight¬ 
ful recollections of an Aruba

Laurie was inspired by her 
warm, wonderful memories of 
her youth on Aruba for her 
submission to the Florida 
Weekly writing challenge. The 
premise of the contest was to 
base the story on a picture pre¬ 
sented to the Florida paper of 
an old stone stairway. Laurie 
weaves a tale of intrigue and 
irony, which showcases 
Aruba’s allure.

The Seventeenth Stair 

“So ya gettin’ out tomorra, 


eh?” 

Daniel nodded laconically 
at his cell mate sitting across 
from him, a seasoned con who 
had been in the “pen” in Geor¬ 
gia for near twenty years. 

“So watcha gonna do, boy?” 

“I dunno,” Daniel an¬ 
swered, “probably a drink and 
a woman, like most.” 

But Daniel knew exactly 
what he was going to do on his 
release. 

He was currently serving a 
ten year sentence in prison in 
the State of Georgia for armed 
robbery. He and two partners 
robbed the First National Bank 
of Atlanta in 1985 and happily 
got away with about 
$1,700,000.00, that cut three 
ways nicely, well four ways, as 
his former girlfriend Maggie 
had provided a house nearby to 
the bank, a car, false papers and 
means for travel to different 
airports after the deed was 


done. They had agreed to leave 
the country through separate 
airports to separate destina¬ 
tions, lay low for a time and 
then straggle back if they 
wanted with no further com¬ 
munication necessary between 
them. Gary had chosen to go 
to Mexico, Mickey to the 
Grand Caymans and Daniel to 
Aruba. Maggie would drive to 
Canada and stay with her sister 
in Quebec until Daniel got in 
touch at a good time for return. 

“Why Aruba, Danny?” 
asked Maggie one night as they 
lay entwined, sharing a ciga¬ 


rette. 

“I dunno,” Daniel answered, 
exhaling slowly. “Always liked 
the sound of it, or somethin’. 
Kind of exotic-like.” 

And so it proved to be. 
Daniel drove to Miami Interna¬ 
tional, stashed $2,000.00 in an 
airport locker along with a false 
passport and other I.D.’s and 
caught a KLM flight to Cu- 
ragao with a hop to Aruba. He 
carried his nearly half million 
dollar share of dollars in a 
money belt and upon arrival 
stashed one half of the funds in 
his own hotel safe, and then 
walked to the hotel next door, 
booked a room for his 
“cousins” and stashed the other 
half in that safe. During his en¬ 
tire time there, neither of the 
hotels was aware of the double 
play. Daniel spent many hours 
exploring the island, its 
beaches, reefs, fishing and di¬ 
ving grounds, its fascinating 


caves, the unusual wildlife. He 
made a special effort to talk to 
the banks to become familiar 
with Dutch laws governing de¬ 
posits in U.S. Dollars. He no¬ 
ticed that in every clerical 
office he visited, the staff and 
clerks kept very careful re¬ 
cords, usually in clear, legible 
long-hand script. Too careful, 
he thought. When he listened 
to requests of other bank cus¬ 
tomers, he noted that records 
archived for even 30 years pre¬ 
vious were easily retrieved.

So Washington wants "to pre¬ 
vent MS-13 from using its fi¬ 
nancial wherewithal to 
infiltrate... legitimate business." 

Sanctions under the new 
designation will help US au¬ 
thorities shut MS-13 out of the 
US financial system and make 
it more difficult for it to move 
money around the world, he 
said. 

Cohen called the action a 
"first step" in a campaign that 
could see, as with other desig¬ 
nated criminal organizations, 
leaders, their families, and any 
related businesses hit with 
sanctions. 

With at least 30,000 mem¬ 
bers, mostly in Central and 
North America, including 
8,000 in the United States, the 
group is "one of the most dan¬ 
gerous and rapidly expanding 
criminal gangs in the world 
today," the Treasury said. 

"MS-13's criminal nature 
can be seen in one of its mot¬ 
tos, 'Mata, roba, viola, con¬ 
trols ('Kill, steal, rape, 
control')." 

The move officially places 
MS-13 on a list of "significant 
transnational criminal organi¬ 
zations" which already in¬ 
cludes the Brother's Circle 
rooted in Russia and Eastern 
Europe, Mexico's Zetas, Italy's 
Camorra and Japan's Yakuza. 

It allows the United States 
to block any assets or property 
of MS-13-linked people or 
businesses, and prohibits any 
US citizens or US firms from 
doing any business with the 
group. 

"This action positions us to 
target the associates and finan¬ 
cial networks supporting MS- 
13, and gives law enforcement 
an additional tool in its efforts 
to disrupt MS-13's activities," 
said Cohen. 

The Treasury said MS-13's 
local units, found in 40 US 
states, are directed by a leader¬ 
ship based in Central America, 
mainly in El Salvador. 

"Money generated by local 
MS-13 cliques in the US is 
consolidated and funneled to 
the group's leadership in El 
Salvador," it said. 

Since 2006, more than 
4,000 MS-13 members have 
been arrested inside the United 
States.

Yemeni security officer from US mission shot dead 


DUBAI (AFP) - Unidentified 
gunmen shot dead a senior 
Yemeni security official em¬ 
ployed by the US embassy in 
Sanaa in a hit-and-run attack 
yesterday, US and security of¬ 
ficials said. 

The murder came after a 
spate of attacks US interests in 
the Middle East, following 
protests last month at the US 
embassy in Cairo and a deadly 


assault on a consulate in the 
Libyan city of Benghazi. 

Qassem Aqlan was shot 
dead by gunmen on a motor¬ 
bike as he drove along Sittin 
Street, a main artery of the 
Yemeni capital, a Yemeni offi¬ 
cial said, adding that the as¬ 
sailants managed to escape. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
Aqlan, who had worked at the 


embassy for 11 years and was 
a foreign service national in¬ 
vestigator in the regional secu¬ 
rity office, was "a dedicated 
professional, and he will be 
greatly missed." 

Staff at the Sanaa mission 
had an emergency meeting 
yesterday to review security in 
the wake of the killing. 

"We're coordinating closely 
with the Yemeni authorities to 


investigate this attack and to 
help bring those responsible to 
justice," Nuland said. 

But she stressed it was too 
soon to know why he had been 
targeted, although she ruled 
out earlier reports that Aqlan 
had been part of the team in¬ 
vestigating the storming of US 
embassy in Sanaa on Septem¬ 
ber 13.

Arrests in France highlight 
rising homegrown terror 
threat 


PARIS (AFP) - A French pros¬ 
ecutor yesterday branded a 
homegrown group of Islamist 
extremists as the biggest terror 
threat the country has faced 
since the Algerian-based GIA 
carried out a string of deadly 
bombings in the 1990s. 

Announcing charges of at¬ 
tempted murder and terrorism 
against seven out of 12 sus¬ 
pects arrested over the week¬ 
end, Paris prosecutor Francois 
Molins said they had been part 
of an active terrorist cell that 
was "probably the most dan¬ 
gerous in France since 1996." 

The group had been plot¬ 
ting to mount attacks in France 
and to join up with other "ji- 
hadists" in Syria and else¬ 
where, Molins said. The 
profile of the suspects in cus¬ 
tody was "much more danger¬ 
ous than we initially assumed", 
he added. "We have been able 
to avoid a terrorist attack in our 
country." 


Later yesterday, French 
President Francois Hollande 
vowed to track down and de¬ 
stroy Islamist extremist cells 
operating inside the country. 

"We won’t leave off them, 
we will go after them and we 
will eliminate them," he said. 

Hollande also argued that 
letting extremism flourish 
abroad could come back to 
hurt France. 

Authorities had information 
there were French nationals 
with the hardline Islamists in 
northern Mali, Somalia and 
Syria, he said. He could not 
permit them to return to France 
with plans to launch attacks 
there. 

The GIA, or Armed Islamic 
Group, emerged from Algeria’s 
civil war and was responsible 
for a string of bombings in 
France in 1995 and 1996. One 
of the attacks, on the St Michel 
metro station in Paris, left eight 
people dead. 


US names new diplomat to Libya after 


envoy's killing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States named yesterday 
a new charge d'affaires to 
Libya following the murder of 
ambassador Chris Stevens in 
last month's militant attack on 
the US consulate in Benghazi. 

Veteran diplomat and Ara¬ 
bic speaker Laurence Pope has 
arrived in Tripoli already, State 
Department spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland said in a state¬ 
ment. 

His appointment "empha¬ 
sizes the commitment of the 
United States to the relation¬ 
ship between our two countries 
and to the people of Libya as 
they move forward in their 
transition to a democratic gov¬ 
ernment," Nuland said. 

"We will continue to assist 
as Libya builds democratic in¬ 
stitutions and broad respect for 
the rule of law — the goals that 
Ambassador Stevens worked 
hard to achieve." 

Pope has come out of retire¬ 
ment to take up the post at a 
time when the State Depart¬ 
ment is still investigating the 
September 11 attack in which 
Stevens and three other Amer¬ 
ican diplomatic staff were 


Egypt's Brotherhood head 
urges jihad for Jerusalem 


CAIRO (AFP) - The supreme 
guide of the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, from which Egypt's 
President Mohamed Morsi em¬ 
anated, called yesterday for a 
jihad (holy war) to liberate 
Jerusalem from Israeli rule. 

"Jerusalem is Islamic ... and 
nobody is entitled to make 
concessions" on the Holy City, 
said Sheikh Mohammed Badie 
in his weekly message to sup¬ 
porters. 

"The jihad for the recovery 
of Jerusalem is a duty for all 
Muslims," he said, stressing 
that the liberation of the Holy 
City "will not be done through 


negotiations or at the United 
Nations." 

Israel, which signed a peace 
treaty with Egypt in 1979, has 
watched with concern as Is¬ 
lamists were catapulted to the 
forefront of politics following 
a popular uprising that toppled 
president Hosni Mubarak last 
year. 

Morsi has repeatedly said 
he would respect international 
treaties signed by Cairo. But 
his former movement has also 
said there is room to revise the 
accords, without objecting to 
them in principle.

Stevens was the first am¬ 
bassador to be killed on duty 
since 1979 and the horrific at¬ 
tack on the Benghazi consulate 
when dozens of armed men 
stormed the building, bom¬ 
barding it and torching it, has 
shocked the US diplomatic 
community to the core. 

But the US administration 
of President Barack Obama 
has vowed to stand by the peo¬ 
ple of Libya as it struggles to 
build a democracy following 
the toppling of long-time auto¬ 
cratic leader Moamer Kadhafi 
last year.

Turkey says Syria plane 
carried 'ammunition' 


Dutch navy detains alleged Somali 
pirates after attack 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
accused Turkey of hostility on 
yesterday after it intercepted a 
passenger jet en route from 
Moscow which Ankara said 
carried military equipment and 
ammunition for the Damascus 
regime. 

As the tensions between 
Damascus and Ankara soared, 
rebels fighting forces loyal to 
President Bashar al-Assad won 
more territory as they bid to se¬ 
cure a "buffer zone" in a 
swathe of land abutting the 
Turkish border, an AFP re¬ 
porter said. 

Ankara scrambled two jets 
on Wednesday evening to 
force down the Syrian Air Air¬ 
bus A-320, Turkish officials 
said, after receiving intelli¬ 
gence its cargo did not comply 
with civil aviation rules. 

The aircraft with 35 passen¬ 
gers on board was grounded 
for nine hours before it was fi¬ 
nally allowed to resume its 
journey to Damascus, as Tur¬ 
key said it confiscated unspec¬ 
ified "objectionable" cargo. 

Damascus said the intercep¬ 
tion was "hostile and reprehen¬ 
sible" and "another sign of the 
hostile policies of the Erdogan 
government, which harbours 
rebels and bombs Syrian terri¬ 
tory." It furiously demanded 
Turkey return the cargo it had 
seized at Ankara's Esenboga 
Airport. 

"Turkish military aircraft... 
forced the plane to land with¬ 


out giving prior warning. The 
military aircraft were so close 
that there could have been an 
accident," said Syrian Air di¬ 
rector Aida Abdel Latif. 

But Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan said 
yesterday that the place carried 
military equipment and ammu¬ 
nition for the Syrian regime. 

He said the cargo was 
"equipment and ammunition 
shipped to the Syrian Defence 
Ministry" from a Russian mi¬ 
litary supplier. 

Erdogan did not name the 
Russian supplier, but said it 
was the Russian counterpart of 
Turkey's Mechanical and Che¬ 
mical Industry Corporation, 
which is the Turkish army's 
main provider of military 
equipment. 

Russia, a top Damascus ally 
and its biggest arms supplier, 
said Ankara had put the pas¬ 
sengers' lives at risk, and de¬ 
nied it was carrying weapons 
or military equipment. 

French President Francois 
Hollande yesterday warned of 
a risk of tensions rising be¬ 
tween Syria and Turkey, which 
he praised for showing re¬ 
straint and preventing broader 
conflict. 

"It's a risk, and Turkey has 
been especially restrained," 
Hollande told French televi¬ 
sion and radio. "I welcome the 
attitude of its leaders because 
there have been aggressions 
and provocations." 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
sailors taking part in NATO's 
piracy-busting operation 
Ocean Shield yesterday de¬ 
tained seven suspected pirates 
off the coast of Somalia after 
an attack on a Spanish vessel. 


Attack on 
Afghan 
girls' school 


KABUL (AFP) - Men armed 
with bombs have attacked a 
girls' school in central 
Afghanistan, following a string 
of such assaults by Taliban in¬ 
surgents, President Hamid 
Karzai said yesterday. 

The unidentified attackers 
hurled explosives into the 
school late Wednesday, caus¬ 
ing considerable damage but 
no injuries, according to a 
statement from Karzai's office. 

The statement did not 
blame the Taliban for the at¬ 
tack in normally calm Bamyan 
province, but the hardline Is¬ 
lamist group banned girls from 
attending school when they 
were in power and have regu¬ 
larly targeted pupils and their 
schools. 

"The enemies of education 
must know that by carrying out 
such terrorist attacks, they can¬ 
not make our people back off 
from the strong determination 
they have for their children's 
education," Karzai said. 

In May this year following 
a wave of insurgent attacks on 
mainly girls' schools, the 
United Nations mission in 
Afghanistan condemned the 
assaults and called for more 
protection of the right to an ed¬ 
ucation — especially for girls. 

There are fears that gains 
made by women and girls 
since the Taliban were ousted 
from power in a US-led inva¬ 
sion in 2001 could be eroded 
when international troops pull 
out by 2014. 


The alleged pirates were in¬ 
tercepted by Dutch amphibian 
transport HMS Rotterdam 
after the Izurdia was ambushed 
by a small boat off the Horn of 
Africa, the Dutch defence min¬ 
istry said in a statement. 

"The suspected skiff was 
stopped after warning shots 
were fired and a helicopter- 
borne team boarded the boat," 
the Rotterdam's commander 
Huub Hulsker said in the state¬ 
ment. 


PESHAWAR, (AFP) - A US 
drone attack yesterday killed 
18 insurgents — mostly 
Afghans — at a militant com¬ 
pound in Pakistan's tribal re¬ 
gion near the northwestern 
border with Afghanistan, offi¬ 
cials said. 

It was the second US mis¬ 
sile strike reported in as many 
days in the northwest, consid¬ 
ered a stronghold of the Tal¬ 
iban and Al-Qaeda. 

The attack was the deadliest 
since similar strike in August 
last year killed 21 Taliban fight¬ 
ers in the restive tribal region. 


"The boarding team de¬ 
tained seven suspects who 
were taken on board the Rot¬ 
terdam," he added. 

Defence ministry spokes¬ 
man Jos van der Leij told AFP 
the Izurdia managed to repel 
the attack, but did not give de¬ 
tails. 

The 12,700-ton Rotterdam 
sailed to Aden on July 11 to 
take part in Operation Ocean 
Shield, the defence ministry 
added on its website. 


A bomb attached to a mo¬ 
torcycle killed nine people and 
injured 22 others in Pakistan's 
southwestern Baluchistan pro¬ 
vince yestersday, officials said. 

The bomb was remotely 
detonated near a market in 
Sibi, some 180 kilometres (112 
miles) southeast of Quetta, the 
provincial capital, police said. 

"Nine people have been 
killed and 22 injured," a local 
police official Qazi Hussain 
Ahmad told AFP. 

Nobody immediately 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack

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Tainted drug death toll rises to 14 
in US 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The death 
toll from a deadly meningitis 
outbreak in the United States 
blamed on a tainted drug rose 
to 14 Thursday as the number 
of cased jumped to 170 in 11 
states, health officials said. 

Investigators say as many as 
13,000 people in 23 states may 
have received contaminated 
doses of the steroid, which is 
typically injected into the 
spine to treat back pain. 

Among the hardest hit states 
were Tennessee with 49 cases 
and six deaths, Michigan with 
39 cases and three deaths and 
Virginia with 30 cases and one 


death, according to the latest 
update from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. Idaho reported its first 
case on Wednesday. 

The rare fungal infection — 
which inflames the protective 
membranes covering the brain 
and spinal cord — often goes 
undetected until it is too late 
because its flu-like symptoms 
can be mild at first. But 
meningitis is not contagious in 
this form. 

Treatment requires a hospi¬ 
tal stay and intravenous anti¬ 
fungal medications. 

US health officials launched 


an investigation after the first 
case was discovered in Sep¬ 
tember and discovered fungal 
contaminants in steroids pro¬ 
duced by the New England 
Compounding Center. 

The Massachusetts-based 
company subsequently issued 
a voluntary recall of all of its 
products and shut down all op¬ 
erations. 

A second manufacturing 
pharmacy owned by the same 
people, Ameridose and its dis¬ 
tributor Alanaus, temporarily 
suspended operations on 
Wednesday but did not recall 
any products. 


Denying girls school entrenches poverty 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Millions 
of girls worldwide are not 
going to school, an education 
gap that condemns them to 
lives of hardship and en¬ 
trenches broader extreme 
poverty, a new report said. 

The report, "Because I am 
a Girl: The State of the 
World’s Girls 2012," was re¬ 
leased in New York by Plan 
International on the United 
Nation's first International 
Day of the Girl. 

"The estimated 75 million 


girls missing from classrooms 
across the world is a major vi¬ 
olation of rights and a huge 
waste of young potential," the 
child poverty alleviation group 
said in launching the report. 

A total of one in three girls 
is denied education, but Plan's 
report focuses especially on 
the 39 million girls aged be¬ 
tween 11 and 15, right on the 
cusp of becoming young 
women, who are out of school. 

The report — which coin¬ 
cided with the news this week 


of a 14-year-old Pakistani girl 
gunned down for her criticism 
of Taliban campaigns against 
girl’s education — underlined 
the hugely positive impact that 
school can have on girls in 
poor countries. 

Plan called on global lead¬ 
ers to ensure a minimum of 
nine years' schooling for all 
children, giving them a better 
chance to enter secondary ed¬ 
ucation. 

But special priority should 
be given to girls, the humani¬ 
tarian organization said, with 
greater funding and programs 
to stop child marriage and vi¬ 
olence in schools — two main 
reasons for the current dropout 
rate among girls. 

In many cases, poor families 
pull daughters from school out 
of fear for their health or 
safety. In Ghana, 83 percent of 
parents interviewed for the re¬ 
port said the risks of preg¬ 
nancy were a disadvantage of 
school. 

As the report came out, Pak¬ 
istani teen Malala Yousafzai 
was fighting for her life after 
being shot in the head in broad 
daylight on a school bus.

Breast Self-Examination 



It’s important to know how your breasts normally look 
and feel. That way, you can spot any changes quickly 
and report them to your doctor. The best time to examine 
your breasts is usually one week after your menstrual 
period begins, when your breast tissue is least likely to 
be swollen or tender. If your menstrual cycle is irregular, 
or if you have stopped menstruating due to menopause 
or the removal of your uterus (hysterectomy), do your 
examination on the same day every month. Look at your 
breasts and feel each breast and armpit. You may find it 
easiest to do this in the shower or bath, by running a 
soapy hand over each breast and up under each armpit. 
You can look at your breasts in the mirror. Moving your 
arms around will allow you to see your breasts from 
every angle. Breast changes can happen for many rea¬ 
sons, and most of them aren’t serious. Many women 
have breast lumps, and 9 out of 10 are not cancerous. 
However, if you find changes in your breast that aren’t 
normal for you, it’s best to see your GP as soon as pos¬ 
sible. This is because the sooner breast cancer is diag¬ 
nosed, the better the chance of successful treatment.

Despite slow start, ebooks 
gain ground in Europe 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Elec¬ 
tronic books, which have 
sparked excited chatter for 
several years in the publishing 
world, are now gaining mo¬ 
mentum among European 
readers, despite a late start 
compared to the US, industry 
insiders say. 

Ebook reading devices only 
become available later in some 
European countries and ebook 
prices in others have been too 
high to entice readers away 
from their traditional bound ri¬ 
vals, they said. 

Britain, where Amazon 
launched its Kindle ebook 
reader in 2010, is further down 
the digital road, with con¬ 
sumer ebook sales making up 
about 13 percent of combined 
print and ebook sales in the 
first half of 2012, according to 
The Publishers Association. 

In the Netherlands, ebooks 
are also expected to double to 


three percent of the market in 
2012, a trend predicted to con¬ 
tinue next year, said Erik-Jan 
Bulthuis from distributing 
company cb. 

One reason why ebooks 
have been more eagerly em¬ 
braced in the US is that many 
Americans live in areas with¬ 
out a local book shop nearby, 
Komelia Holzhausen, head of 
digital media at Germany’s 
Piper Verlag publishers said. 

Germany also has a policy of 
fixed prices for books, consider¬ 
ing them to be a "cultural good", 
meaning ebooks could not be 
marketed as price aggressively 
as in Britain or the US. 

Amazon does not have the 
possibility in the German mar¬ 
ket to use price as a tool which 
may be one of the reasons as 
well why the market is not ex¬ 
ploding as fast. 

Ebooks are however about 
20 to 30 percent cheaper than 
printed books in Germany. 



DHAKA (AFP) - At least 20 people were killed and an es¬ 
timated 1,500 fishermen are missing after tropical storms 
smashed into Bangladesh's southern coastal islands and 
districts early Thursday, police said.

Many fishermen are expected to have taken shelter in 
other remote islands in the Bay of Bengal or in the neigh¬ 
bouring Sundarbans, the world's largest mangrove for¬ 
est. In the past, many fishermen thought to be missing 
from storms returned home to coastal villages a week or 
two later.

The archives focus on leg¬ 
ends like Anne Frank, the 
young Jewish-Dutch Holo¬ 
caust victim whose famous 
diary chronicled her plight; 
South African freedom icon 
Nelson Mandela; as well as 
lesser-known heroes like Jan 
Karski, a Polish anti-Nazi par¬ 
tisan who brought the Allies 
early eye-witness testimony of 


the Holocaust. 

Six million archive photo¬ 
graphs, documents, texts and 
films provided by museums 
including the Auschwitz- 
Birkenau State Museum in 
Poland, Israel’s Yad Vashem 
World Centre for Holocaust 
Research or the Nelson Man¬ 
dela Centre of Memory can be 
accessed at the Google Cul¬ 
tural Institute at 
www.google.com/culturalin- 
stitute. 

"We want to bring all of the 
cutting-edge technologies that 
we have — the services, the 
products, mapping — to the 
cultural sector," Google's 
Mark Yoshitaka told journal¬ 


ists in the Polish capital War¬ 
saw at the Wednesday launch. 

With an initial collection of 
42 online themes, the archive 
is set to expand significantly in 
the coming years, he said. 

"It’s a fantastic tool, which 
lets us cross geographic bor¬ 
ders, provide access to mu¬ 
seum collection around the 
clock in several languages. It's 
a real revolution," said Robert 
Kostro director of the Museum 
of Polish History. 

"Today, we must use all 
technologies at our disposal to 
preserve memory," Piotr Cy- 
winski, director of the 
Auschwitz-Birkenau State 
Museum said at the launch.

Aruba Net Foreign Assets Decreased 


Summary of the Monthly Bulletin of June 2012 
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MADRID (AFP) - Spain 
vowed yesterday to defy pre¬ 
dictions of a deep recession 
next year after a credit rating 
downgrade left its debt hover¬ 
ing above junk-bond status and 
jolted world markets. 

Standard & Poor’s sliced 
the nation's rating late on 
Wednesday, citing a deepening 
recession with one-quarter of 
workers unemployed, mass 
protests, and growing political 
friction between Madrid and 
the debt-struck regions. 

Further clouding the out¬ 
look were doubts about the eu¬ 
rozone's commitment to share 
the cost of salvaging Spain's 
stricken banks, a bill that could 
send Spanish sovereign debt 
soaring, it said. 

The New York-based 
agency, which tips a drop in 


Spanish economic output of 

1.4 percent in 2013, criticised 
the government's "overly opti¬ 
mistic" budget forecast for a 
contraction of just 0.5 percent. 

As a result it cut Spain's rat¬ 
ing two notches to BBB- from 
BBB+, leaving it just one level 
above "speculative" or "junk" 
grade debt, and left it with a 
negative outlook. 

The International Monetary 
Fund this week predicted the 
Spanish economy would 
shrink 1.3 percent next year. 

"What we want is to refute 
these forecasts through the ac¬ 
tion of the government," said 
the Spanish secretary of state 
for the European Union, Inigo 
Mendez de Vigo. 

"We believe that the state 
budget that we presented and 
that will be approved by parlia¬ 


ment complies with the deficit 
targets we have to meet with the 
European Union," he added. 

The Spanish downgrade 
knocked major Asian stock 
markets and Wall Street lower, 
though European bourses 
quickly recovered. 

More worrying, perhaps, is 
the prospect of a downgrade 
by Moody's Investors Service, 
which has already lowered the 
sovereign rating to one notch 
above junk bond status. 

If Spain's sovereign debt is 
rated as junk, it could trigger a 
flight of investors, sending 
borrowing rates soaring and 
accelerating the timetable for 
any sovereign rescue. 

Moody's has promised to 
announce the results of a re¬ 
view of Spain's finances for a 
possible downgrade this month.

household operation and recre¬ 
ation and culture. The 12- 
month average inflation rate 
reached 4.8 percent in June 

2012. 

In June 2012, stay-over ar¬ 
rivals registered a growth of 
5,074 visitors or 7.5 percent to 
73,073, compared to June 
2011. This hike reflected in¬ 
creases in the number of visi¬ 
tors from Venezuela (+1,841 
visitors), the United States 
(+1,787 visitors), and Canada 
(+593 visitors). The North 
American market maintained 
its position as market leader, as 
47,347 visitors from this re¬ 
gion travelled to Aruba during 
June 2012, 2,380 or 5.3 per¬ 
cent more than in June 2011. 
This can be partially attributed 
to the series of concerts organ¬ 
ized by the Aruba International 
Film Festival (AIFF) during 
that period. The Latin Ameri¬ 
can market continued to grow, 
recording an increase of 1,969 


visitors (+14.9 percent) to 
15,208, compared to June 

2011. Once again, Venezuela 
outperformed other countries 
in Latin America, representing 
93.5 percent of the total 
growth in this market. In June 

2012, the number of cruise vis¬ 
itors fell by 591 (-6.6 percent) 
to 8,406, due mainly to a 
change in ship itineraries in 
that month compared to June 
2011. The number of ship calls 
fell from 6 to 3 in June 2012 
compared to June 2011. 

In June 2012, registered tax 
revenue totaled Afl. 83.0 mil¬ 
lion, an increase of Afl. 17.0 
million or 25.8 percent, com¬ 
pared to the same month of the 
previous year. This rise was as¬ 
sociated mostly with an Afl. 

18.4 million (+77.6 percent) 
surge in revenue from wage 
and profit tax. In addition, rev¬ 
enue from turnover tax (BBO) 
increased slightly by Afl. 0.4 
million or 5.8 percent to Afl. 
7.3 million, while foreign ex¬ 
change tax dropped by Afl. 1.9 
million or 37.3 percent to Afl. 
3.2 million. Non-tax revenue, 
on the other hand, posted an 
Afl. 19.1 million decline in 
June 2012 compared to the 
same month of last year, due 
mainly to lower dividend pay¬ 
ments by public entities to the 
government of Aruba.

Desmond Tutu condemns 
Taliban shooting of girl 


U.N. (AFP) - South African 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu said 
Thursday he was "devastated" 
by the Taliban's shooting of a 
Pakistani girl who had cam¬ 
paigned for girls' rights to edu¬ 
cation. 

"I can't imagine how anyone 
can justify maiming a child for 
what they consider political rea¬ 
sons, because they want women 
to be subjugated," he said at a 
press conference here. 

Tutu, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1984 for his role 
in the struggle against 
apartheid, said Malala 
Yousufzai was a "wonderful 
young woman" who had much 
to contribute to the world. 

She was fighting for her life 
in a Pakistani military hospital 
Thursday after a gunman 
boarded a schoolbus in Pak¬ 
istan's Swat Valley and shot the 
14-year-old and two of her 
schoolmates. 

The Taliban, who have killed 
thousands of people across Pak¬ 
istan in the last five years and 
destroyed hundreds of girls' 
schools, have issued a statement 
saying that any female who op¬ 
poses them should be killed. 

Tuto was at the United Na¬ 
tions to deliver a report on child 
marriage, which he promised to 
campaign against with the same 
energy as he did against 
apartheid. 

"We want to eradicate this 
practice by 2030, and why not? 
We ended vicious things like 
apartheid," he said. "This is vi¬ 
ciously cruel, how would you 
feel if it was your younger sister 
or your daughter?" 


BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese author Mo Yan said Thursday 
he was "stunned" and delighted at winning the Nobel 
prize for literature as millions in China expressed pride 
and state-controlled media framed the achievement as 
an honour for the country. Mo Yan, 57, became the first 
Chinese national to win the prize, and the award finally 
gave China's government a Nobel it could be proud of, 
after previous peace prizes to the Tibetan spiritual leader 
Dalai Lama and dissident writer Liu Xiaobo enraged Bei¬ 
jing. "On hearing the news that I won the award, I was 
very happy," Mo Yan was quoted saying by the official 
China News Service. "I will focus on creating new works. 

I will strive harder to thank everyone." Mo Yan is one of 
China's leading writers, known for works that explore the 
brutality and darkness of 20th-century Chinese society with a cynical wit in a highly 
prolific career. The Swedish Academy which announced the award in Stockholm said 
he was honoured for using "fantasy and reality, historical and social perspectives" to 
create worlds reminiscent of William Faulkner and Gabriel Garcia Marquez. Mo Yan, a 
pen name for the author, who was born Guan Moye, is perhaps best-known abroad for 
his 1987 novella "Red Sorghum", a tale of the brutal violence that plagued the eastern 
China countryside -- where he grew up -- during the 1920s and 30s. It was later made 
into an acclaimed film by leading Chinese director Zhang Yimou. The Nobel Academy's 
permanent secretary, Peter Englund, said the organisation had spoken to Mo Yan by 
telephone at his home and that the author was "overjoyed and terrified" at the award.

"I was really struggling 
early on today and to can that 
shot at 14 was easily the turn¬ 
ing point," reflected Rose. 

"In proper match-play you 
would only win the hole but in 
this format I've picked up two 
shots on Tiger and it's helped 
me win the match. 

Westwood secured his pas¬ 
sage to Friday's final when set¬ 
ting a new course record of a 
10 under par 61 to defeat for¬ 
mer Masters champion Chari 
Schwartzel who carded a 67 
on the Sultan Course at the 
Antalya Club. 

Westwood's round included 
two eagles along with eight 
birdies, including a 50-footer 
at the last but also a fourth 
hole double bogey. 

Westwood's score came 
some five hours after he shot a 
64 to defeat American rival 
Hunter Mahan in the morn¬ 
ing's weather-delayed third 
round. 

Woods had earlier easily ac¬ 
counted for world number one 
Rory Mcllroy in the first ever 
matchplay showdown between 
the pair to reach the last four. 

Woods was always ahead, 


shooting a seven-under-par 64 
to Mcllroy's one-under-par 70. 

Rose, meanwhile, defeated 
reigning US Open champion, 
Webb Simpson with a new 
course record of nine-under-par 
62, compared to Simpson's 67. 

Mcllroy, who had already 
lost his opening two matches, 
began horribly against Woods 
when he found the water off 
the opening tee and he did not 
drop below par for the round 
until he birdied the 17th hole. 

Mcllroy said he was now 
looking forward to time away 
from the course despite having 
to return today for a Pro-Am 
involving all eight players. 

"I just came here because I 
have never played in Turkey 
and there is a lot of good play¬ 
ers here, and I thought it 
would be a fun week and it has 
been. 

"So I've enjoyed myself. I 
feel fine and the energy levels 
are okay and I've got another 
week off next week before I 
get myself up for the Race to 
Dubai."

The sell-out audience was

Basketball is arguably the 


most popular sport in China

Despite the 2011 retirement 
of iconic former Houston 
Rocket centre Yao Ming and 
the return to China this year of 
former Dallas Maverick for¬ 
ward Yi Jianlian, the NBA re¬ 
mains popular in China despite 
no home grown players in the 
globe's top league. 

The popularity of the sport 
is also attributed to a growing 
number of former NBA stars 
playing in China, led by one 
time New York Knick Stephon 
Marbury, who won a Chinese 
Basketball Association cham¬ 
pionship with the Beijing 
Ducks last season.

PARIS (AFP) - Six former 
teammates of Lance Arm¬ 
strong have been suspended 
for six months by the US 
Anti-doping Agency 

(US AD A) after they all ad¬ 
mitted doping. 

Five Americans - Levi 
Leipheimer, 38 (of the 
Omega Pharma-Quickstep 
team), Christian Vande 
Velde, 36, David Zabriskie, 
33, and Tom Danielson, 34, 
(all of Garmin-Sharp), 
George Hincapie, 39, (BMC) 
- and one Canadian, 36-year-
